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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


It is a pleasure to present to you my fourth annual report as 
Superintendent of the Plaistow schools. Reports are also presented 
by Mrs. Eva W. Thompson, Supervisor of Music and Miss Helen 
Thomas, School Nurse. 


There were 243 pupils enrolled in our schools last year (this is 14 
less than during the year ending in June 1929). The attendance 
averaged 96.2% of the membership. This figure is better than the 
average for the state during this period. 36 Pupils were neither ab- 
sent nor tardy during the year. In the matter of tardiness our record 
was a little less than the average for the state during this period. 


Your attention is called to the table of statistics at the end of this 
report. It contains detailed information about the schools not easily 
printed in any other form. 


The following table shows the attendance in the Plaistow schools 
during the last six years and is presented to show the trend of our 


population:

20 pupils completed the work of the eighth grade and 18 of these 
entered High School last Fall. These figures bear out the contention 
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that parents with very few exceptions wish for their children the 
benefits of a High School training. 


There were no changes in the teaching staff at the opening of the 
present school year. We are very fortunate in being able to retain our 
present staff of teachers for another year. 

The per pupil cost in the Plaistow schools still continues to re- 
main under the average cost for the state. 


State aid has again paid about one-half of the approved elemen- 
tary school budget. The state law makes it necessary for each 
school district to pay tuition for boys and girls attending high school 
unless such a town has a high school of its own. It is not an easy mat- 
ter to determine the exact number that will be in attendance during 
the next school year. A careful canvas is made each year at this 
time and the number for which tuition will probably have to be paid 
is determined. 


Assurance has been given that the Haverhill High School will 
have room for those who wish to attend from this town during the 
school year 1931-1932. This I am sure will be good news to those 
boys and girls who are anxious to enter this school. 


It is gratifying to know that the health instruction offered in the 
schools is actually improving the health of the pupils and the parents, 
teachers, school nurse, and pupils are removing many of the physical 
defects that hinder the mental and physical growth of the boys and 
girls in our schools. Local organizations have often assisted the 
school nurse financially in her work. This assistance has been used 
to remove adenoids and tonsils; glasses have been secured in a few 
cases. Milk has been furnished undernourished children. Statistics 
concerning this work will be found in the school nurse’s report. 


It is continually necessary to buy new text books. As old books 
wear out they are replaced by those that better meet the general edu- 
cational conditions. We have during the past year bought new 
Health books, Geography, History and Reading books. 
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Schools are continually changing in curricula, methods, and 
management. If this were not so the educational system of a com- 
munity would soon lose the support and confidence of its people. The 
Program of Studies for grades 1-6 has been revised by the State 
Board of Education and was distributed during the Fall of 1930. 
This new Program is greatly appreciated by the teachers. 


According to our tests, steady improvement is being made in the 
routine work of the schools. Our principal difficulties are in adapting 
work to the individual differences found among the children. Both 
achievement and mental tests have been given. These tests are of 
great help to the teachers and give them a better understanding of 
both class and individual needs. 


It is a source of encouragement to all of those working for good 
schools here when we are told that the graduates of the Pollard 
School compare favorably with those coming from other school sys- 
tems. We have a splendid group of teachers working in our schools. 
The kind of work that they are doing is bound to give fine progress. 


The school calendar in use during the last three years has given 
us a school year of 350 half-days. The average for the state, last 
year, was 355 half-days. The calendar used previous to 1927 gave a 
school year of about 337 half-days. 


The Parent-Teachers’ Association has been very helpful. The 
Dental Clinic and Child Health Clinic have been possible through 
their assistance. Help has also been given in securing our radio. 


Regular class room work has been supplemented each week by 
special radio programs in Music Appreciation, History, Literature and 
Health. These programs have been broadcast for school children over 
a national broadcasting circuit, using nationally known artists and 
speakers. The children have done more than merely listen to 
these programs. Generally preparation is made before the broadcast 
and the children have summarized the information gained. 
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The work in all our schools appear to be of a good grade this 
year. This is due chiefly to the ability of the teachers and in no small 
degree also to the fine spirit and interest shown by the citizens as well 
as the School Board. In closing I wish to express my thanks for the 
hearty support of parents, teachers and School Board in the work of 
the past year.
